There are certain. functions by a pro- 
cess of nature that must be performed 
by the state, The standard for teach- 
els is a general law. Now, in my judg. 
ment, there is in between these two 
a necessity for performing certain 
functions which cannot well be per- 
.formed by the local district board, and 
which cannot be performed by the cen. 
tral authority, but we have no inter- 
mediate authority between these two 
to do these certain things, I have 
spoken of the financing, While that 
might be done by the province, since 
the local districts cannot do it, they 
must have some help if there is to be 
any increase in quality, Some local 
districts cannot run on their own re- 
sources, and in the matter of high 
school education the local district can. 
not make provision in many instances 
for secondary education, In most rural 
districts there are pupils who never 
make a secondary grade, or, if there 
are, the teacher cannot handle higher | 
grades and devote her time to the 
lower ones, 

Improvemént in Quality 

“We come to the question of im- 
proving the quality of teaching. We 
need a system whereby the unfit teach. 
er will be eliminated and simply not 
passed from one local district to an- 
other every year. Until we came to 
establish a system which will make 
rural teaching a job that amounts to 
something, and that bright young men 
will select it, we are up against some- 
thing the local board cannot do by 
the very nature of the case, Now 
where this problem has been faced, 
and it has been faced in many dis- 
tricts, they have come to this con- 
clusion, that in order to bring about 
necessary salary schedule and make 
teaching more attractive and get the 
best teachers jn our rural schools, we 
need the large area of administration, | H 

The Larger Unit 

“I will undertake to talk about w ays| 
in which this might be done, that has | 
been done in New Zealand, and that 
I think would be feasible in this prov- 
ince, We will begin right Where we 
are—that where we have goi the local 
school district it should be retained.

they are men, too. Now those boys 
are right in their way, and that teach. 
er is right, but the combination is dis. 
agtrous, and that girl may be ruined. 
That school should have got a man 
about the size of 6 foot, and with 
stability, common sense and kindness; 
just an able man who would put them 
in their place would have brought 
those boys right along, We cannct, 
in our present system, bring any de 
gree of intelligence to bear on the 
great important task of fitting the 
teacher for each school, 

“Suppose we group ‘these individual 
rural districts into groups of 150, call 
it a division, and they elect a divis- 
jonal board, Divide divisions into five 
wards, five members on the divisional 
board, and once a year the division 
meets and at a certain hour each 
rural school sends one accredited 
delegate, and as many more people 
as want ‘io go, and at a certain adver- 
tised hour the delegates are segregated 
according to wards, The delegates 
elect for the position for members of 
divisional board, then at the annual 
school meeting of the local district, 
the ratepayer has placed before him 
the ballot with names of nominees to 
put up as trustees, and every ratepayer 
votes on these names to elect a rep- 
resentative for the divisional board to 
represent his ward, The divisiona! 
board, that is the members of the lo 
cal boards who are the delegates to 
the divisional meeting once a year 
nominate those who are to be voiec 
on for the divisional board, All the 
ratepayers vote on that, so that your 
divisional board is elected by all |

OTTAWA—Wheat prices should be 
well maintained despite the heavy 
crop, Hon, W, R. Motherwell, minister

“The protein content of Canadian 
wheat this year is so far superior to 
that of the last two yearg that the 
tendency should be against any sag 
ging in prices despite the enormous 
crop,” Mr. Motherwell said. “The 
grain is now on the rollers of the Eng. 
lish mills, and the excellent quality 
is apparent despite the lower technical 
grading.” 

Grading of wheat by protein content 
will again. come before the agricultural 
committee at the next session, it was 
stated, A great deal of technical evi- 
dence had been given the committee 
last sesion and a further investigation 
would be made although the evidence 
indicated fhat the new method o. 
grading might define the essential 
value of the grain more accurately, 
No legislation was in view until the 
matter had been gone into further.
